What the average taxpayer in this country

federal budget. When a federal spending pro 
gram is introduced, the taxpayer simply aligns

Bringing the “ stupendosities” casually 
tossed about in Washington down to human size 
might help to achieve firmer control over the 
politicians by those who make it all possible —

In many 
homes a sardonic question will 
arise this year: Which bless­ 
ings? Thanks for what? One 
hundred thousand miners are 
on strike: Not much cheer in 
their homes. Other thousands of 
auto workers are idle. It is a 
paralyzing thing to be out of a 
job. The ritual voicing of thanks 
will stick like a bone in the 
throat 
How long has it been since we 
read any good news? Too long, 
it will be said, too long. I shuffle 
the day s papers on my desk 
The market is down and home- 
building is down and automo­ 
bile dealers are close to panic. 
Crime is up; divorce is up, the 
government s deficit grows 
with fvery passing day. Most of 
the economists see no relief for 
months to come 
Over the past year or so, one 
reflects, we have seen the high­ 
est office in our land scarred by 
corruption and stained by lies. 
We have seen reputations top­ 
pled and confidence destroyed 
Fewer than 40 per cent of the 
people bothered to vote this 
month. Face it. we are told. 
Our country is sick! For this we 
give thanks’’ 


IF W E LOOK ONLY AT the 
passing hour. Thanksgiving 
does come hard this year.

The voices speak of war. of 
depression, of the human strug­ 
gle that won the West They 
speak of slavery, dust bowls, 
soup lines, sweatshops, floods 
and earthquakes.

Orphan Platoons 


★ ★ ★ ★ ★ 
Boys Defend Cambodia Forts 


KOMPONG SPEU, Cam- 
bodia (AP) — The “orphan 
platoons” defend three mud 
walled forts and guard a three- 
auarter mile long section of the 
defense perim eter of 
this 
provincial town 30 miles west of 
Phnom Penh, the capital. 
The 123 boys range in age 
from 10 to 14. Their families 
have been killed in the 4‘^year- 
old war between government 
forces and 
Communist-led 
insurgents or remain in Cam­ 
bodian rebel territory. They are 
in a volunteer unit supported by 
government commander. 


Brig. Gen. Chantarangsei. a 
prince and cousin of deposed 
leader Prince Norodom Siha­ 
nouk. 
Armed with a varied assort­ 
ment of vintage World War II 
weapons and captured insur­ 
gent arms, the boy soldiers 
have repulsed seven insurgent 
attacks in the past year. 
Four of the boys were killed 
last month when they triggered 
a mine while going out on an 
ambush patrol. These 
have 
been the only casualties report­ 
ed. 
The company of troops is split 


into three 40-man platoons 
based in triangular mud walled 
defensive posts that measure 50 
yards on a side. 
Recently outlying patrols of 
one of the camps has fought 
skirm ishes 
with 
insurgent 
troops whose main line is only a 
half mile away. 
The crackle of gunfire broke 
out and a few bullets stung the 
air overhead. The boys, many 
dressed in dirty shorts, took 
their bunkerline holes behind 
machineguns or rifles. 
One patrol had run into a 
rebel squad only 500 yards from 
one post. The firing died down 
after a few minutes. 
The unit is watched over by 23 
older soldiers and three offi­ 
cers. The commander is called 
“papa” and he calls the troops 
“my sons”. 
Onebov said. “We don't mind 


living like this. We have no 
families and no place to go. The 
general’ is the only one who 
cares for us.” 
The boys are paid two dollars 
a month each out of the gener­ 
al’s pocket but they are pro­ 
vided a normal soldier’s rice 
and ammunition ration. 
General Chantarangsei is at­ 
tempting to get the troops on 
the regular army roll so they 
will be able to draw normal 


As the war drags on in Cam­ 
bodia, more young boys are 
found in line units on both sides 
Their 
fathers 
and 
older 
brothers have already been 
killed. 
As family and society breaks 
down young boys move into the 
army which at least provides 
them with security—identity 
a place to belong to—home.

L()NDON i AP » — Two bombs 
exploded in London s Chelsea 
district Wednesday night, hours 
after Parliam ent began consid­ 
ering tough new legislation to 
combat terrorism.

Avoid carrying dust to your 
living room by going over 
decorations with the dusting 
brush attachm ent as you bring 
them out of storage. 
Use the upholstery tool to

Steam out folds and gently 
vacuum to raise nap. 
Choosing the best location for 
your tree sometimes means 
reorganizing your living room.
